There was a serious scarcity of potatoes at 
the Cork potato market on Saturday morning, 
the total supply not reaching two tons, whieh 
would meet only a fraction of the requirements 
of tho city, Under the price restrictions, 
farmers were obliged to sell at the maximum 
prioe of ls, 6d. per weight.

ATHLONE WORK-PEQPLE AND

produce-sellers and the townspeople, arising out 
of the charges made by the former for potatoes, 
butter, and eggs, and for peat fuel. Last 
week, with the assistance of the police, the price 
of potatoes went down from Ibs, a ewt. to 8s., 
and eggs by one-half, and butter substantially.

Irishmen of every creed are bound to 
give thought at this “supreme crisis of 
the war to the very grave considerations 
which were stated by the Archbishop of 
Dublin yesterday. The new turn of events 
is going to shake Ireland out of the 
opinion in which her people seem lately 
to have acquiesced—that the war against 
the German war-makers is the concern only 
of professed loyalists. Dr. Bernard's re- 
statement of the issue is, therefore, timely. 
The result of this war will decide 
whether the children of to-day are to 
inherit, or to be spared, the horrors of 
war in no distant time. Ireland herself 
would have felt those horrors more severely 
in the past two years and a half but for 
the British Navy. In spite of the Navy, 
however, the inhabitants of the British 
Isles are to know a period of sharp stress 
in the coming months, and Ireland will no 
longer seem comparatively remote from 
the grimness of the time.

The most recent reports of enemy submarine 
activity continue to show the same vindictive 
disregard of the laws of humanity that has 
characterised the new campaign.

BOLIVIA'S PROTEST. 
(REUTERS TELEGRAM.) 
LA PAZ, Buwnay. 
The Bolivian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
yesterday handed to the German Minister here 
the reply of the Bolivian Government to the 
Note ennouncing unrestricted submarine war- 
fare. In the first place, the reply observes that 
the extent of the offensive operations of Ger- 
man submarines against the merchant ships and 
commerce of neutral countries, and the pro- 
hibition of all navigation in certain waters ab- 
solutely ignore the right possessed by neutral 
countries of carrying on trade without any 
other restrictions than those established by 
the universal rules of international law, which, 
by no means, authorise the unrestricted 
measures which the German Government pro- 
to adopt. One cannot, says the Foreign 
inister, contemplate without a protest the 
prohibition of neutral commerce in an unlimited 
zone, and still less attacks on the merchant 
vessels of noutrals. This is the protest which 
the Bolivian Government desires to make in 
the present reply, adding that it has decided to 
identify itself in ite attitude, in present circum. 
stances, with that of the Government of the 
United States. The Bolivian Government 
further hopes that the German Government 
will modify ite decisions in so far as they 
affect the sacred righte of humanity.

food, combined with the abnormally heavy 
sledging undertaken without sufficient help of 
dors or other tractive power. The dearth of 
clothing and comfort caused by the unexpected 
breaking away of the Aurora undoubtedly had 
its effect upon the health of the party. From 
March 18th, 1916, until the end of April ses ice 
was steadily forming between Hut Point and 
Cape Evans, only to be blown. out by each suc- 
ceeding blizzard. At the beginning of May a 
calm period ensued, and ice formed with a 
thickness of four inches. : 
On the 8th Mackintosh and Hayward decided 
to cross the sea ice to Cape Evans. The weather 
was fine when they started at 1 p.m., with the 
usual equipment, but they were overiaken by a 
sudden blizzard two hours later, when they 
would be approximately four miles from Hut 
Point. 
On May 10th the remainder of the party at 
Mut Point, being anxious for the safety of their 
comrades, followed in Mackintosh’s tracks to the 
north, They found them abruptly terminating 
in open water. Their worst fears were realised 
when, on May 15, they arrived at Cape Evans. 
and found that Mackintosh and Hayward had 
not arrived. 
After daylight they returned, and searches 
were conducted for traces of the missing men. 
but mone were found. The loss of Mackintosh 
and Hayward was due to the break-up of the 
young ice and its driving worth under the in- 
fluence of the blizzard. 
The remainder of 1916 was spent mainly in 
sledging stores from my old hut at Cape Royds 
to Cape Evans with a view to possible detention 
for yet another year. On January 10th last we 
arrived in the Aurora at fast ice five miles from 
Cape Evans, and picked up the seven survi- 
vors. All were well, and we then learned of the 
loss of Mackintosh and Hayward eight months 
previously. 
It only remains for me to say how deeply 
grateful I am to the Imperial, the Dominion 
and the Commonwealth Governments tor corm.

The Federal Council has sent a Note to Ger- 
many in reply to the German Governments 
communication on the intensification of sub- 
marine warfare. 

It says that the Imperial Government cannot 
but recognise that the measures announced in 
this Memorandum constitute a grave infringe- 
ment of the right of peaceful trade, which, in 
conformity with the principles of international 
law, appertains to Switzerland as a neutral 
State. in point of fact, the blockade of nearly 
all the Powers capable of being used by Switzer- 
land presents a serious danger to our supplies 
of food and raw materials, as weil as to our 
oversea exports. Pic naval blockade decreed 
by the German Government follows on a series 
of measures adopted during the war by both 
belligeremts, contrary to the rights of nations 
and international agreements, by which our 
economic liberty of action hes already been re- 
stricted, and against which we have vainly 
raised our voice. In such cireumstances this 


its consequences. The Federal Council is there- 
fore obliged to protest strongly against, and to 
make every reservation as regards, the blockade 
announced by the Imperial Government, inas- 
much as its application would injure the re- 
cognised rights of neutrals under the general 
principles of international law. In particular, 
the effective application of the blockade appears 
to be incomplete. The Federal Council makes 
beforehand all reservations as to its rights if it 
should happen that the means adopted by Ger- 
many and her Allies result in the destruction 
of Swiss citizens or property. Finally, the 
Federal Council does not doubt that the Im- 
perial Government will do all that is necussary 
to assure, as far as possible, the safety of Swiss 
subjects, and to prevent the painful conse- 
quences to the economic life of Switzerland 
which micht arise from the blockade.

PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBU- 
TION OF SULPHATE OF 
AMMONIA. 


The Food Controller, with the concurrence of 
the Agricultural Departments of Great Britain 
and Ireland, has approved of an arrangement 
whereby on or efter Monday, 12th February, 
1917, sulphate of ammonia is to be sold at the 
price of £16 per ton (244 per“ cent. basis), in 
makers’ bags, net cash, delivered at the con- 
zumer 's station in any part of the United King- 
dom. The price to consumers who take delivery 
at the producers’ works for conveyance other- 
wise than by railways remains at £15 10s. per 
ton. In the event of purchasera experiencing 
difficulty in obtaining supplies locally, they 
should apply to the Secretary, Sulphate ol 
Ammonia Advisory Committee, 84 Horseferry 
road, London, B. W. 7 

The Food Controller has appointed, with the 
coneurrence of the Agricultural Departments of 
Great Britain and Irwlanc a committer of 
manufacturers of sulphate of ammonia to advise 
him with regard to questions affecting its pro- 
duction and distribution. 


WHY GRASS LANDS MUST BE 
BROKEN. 

Several important reasons why grass lands 
must be broken up are given in our 1 
columns by the Department of Agriculture an 
Technical Instruction. It is pointed out that an 
acre of merely average land will produce in 
oats ene ton and in potatoes eight tons, wheréas 
an acre of the pan fattening land will not 
roduce in beef (live weight, counting hides, 
gra and all) more than 5 ewt. An acre of 
oate will feed for a week 100 people, an acre of 
potatoes 220 people, and an acre of beef eight 
persons. To grow oets takes five months, 
potatoes four to sig months, and beef two years. 
The production of crops does not lessen, but in- 
creases, the production of milk. With 10 per 
cent. of the fattening pastures under tillage, 
farmers will be able to —— more stock than 
ever.

It is announced that the Federal Trade Com- 
roission, assisted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, will begin au immediate investigation into 
the cause of the increase in food prices, with 
special reference to alleged violations of the 
anti- Trust laws. President Wilson's letter 
directing the inquiry declares that an adequate 
food supply, which is a matter of concern to 
the nation at all times, ia of peculiar import- 
ance at the present, and goes on — It ob- 


vious that there will not be sufficient incentive. 


to enlarge production if there does not exist an 
unobstructed and economical system of distri- 
bution. Unjustifiable fuctaations in prices are 
not merely demoralising, but inevitably deter 
adequate production, It has been alleged that 
trade in important food products is not free, 
but restricted and controlled by artificial and 
illegal means. It is of the highest public con- 
cern to ascertain the truth or felsity of these 
allegations. No business can be transacted 
effectively in an atmosphere of suspicion. If 
the allegation are well grounded, it is neces 
sary that the nature and extent of the evils 
and abuses be accurately determined, so that 
proper remedies, legislative, and administrative, 
may be applied. If they are untrue, it is 
equally essential that the public be informed, 
eo. that unrest and dissatisfaction may be al: 
layed.

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| THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN’S 


APPEAL, 

‘The Archbishop of Dublin, preaching yeater- 
day morning im the Parish Church of S. 
Nicholas Without and St. Luke, Dublin, dealt 
with the urgent national need of service and 
of thrift. 
of Man came not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister, and to give His life a ransom foi: 
many, St. Matthew ., 28. 

He said that the text spoke of ser 
and eacrifice as the ends of the 
life of our Master. They must be 
the ends of every servant of His. Service and 
eacrifice, St. Paul said, must be the ends of 
Christian digtipleship. He wished to say a 
few plain words about these; the Christian 
religion haa to de with plain things that touch 
your like. Ho was eure that service and 
sacrifice were the ends of those who were in 
that church, They had to remember, they 
who did the work of the Church in every 
capacity, that they could not do it well unless 
they were ready to sacrifice something. 80 it 
was with every form of Christian work; they 
could not do it unless they were willing to 
give up. It is not only true of Christian 
work, Dr. Bernard continued, “it is true 
also of the work of the nation. The call to 
sacrifice and service is ringing in our ears, the 
urs of us all, thie day aa it * never sounded 
before. We have heard the call for more than 
two years, and in some places it has been 
answered valiantly, splendidly, magnificently. 
In many parte of the Empire mon and women 
have given their time and labour and strength 
ungrudgingly that they may serve the Empire 
in ita hour of need, in many places, perhaps 
not in all, and of those who have gone forth 
to serve in foreign fields there ia no need to 
Speak of the devotion and sacrifice with which 
they have offered themselves. The years we 
are looking back upon, years of sacrifice, are 
years of eplendour and grief and pride. 

But now, I say, the call has come in a way 
which it has never come before. I do not think 
that we in Ireland, or, at least, many classes in 
Ireland, have realised what our national posi- 
tion ia, how grave is the danger that beeete 
each one of us, how impossible it is to escape 
the burden which has come, Deo we all under- 
tand that, if it were not for the Fleet, we 
should be starving the day, al) of ua, rich 
and poor? De we understand that, within 
three months, there may not be enough food in 
this country, in this city, to feed the children? 
[ am not speaking of money. Do we under- 
stand that there will net be enough food? 
Well, now the call has come for service from 
each serious man and woman. We have asked 
for young men to fight, and a few have gone. 
But we have failed to answer that call, to 
our ahame, as Irishmen, So let us think of 
lesser calla. 16 is likely that within a few 
weeks, a very few weeks, there will be a 
special call to national service for everyone, 
young man and old man, rich man and poor 
man alike. What will that mean? It will 
mean for most of ua that we are called upon 
to go on doing our duty as in the past, only 
doing it a bit better; and for others it will 
mean that they will be called upon to change 
their manner of work, and do work for man 
pay, which will serve the country. I say that 
dall to serve may come to many here. God 
forbid that wa do not obey ib. Or, again, 
the call will como, and has come, for thrift. 
Now, I know that most of us hero are very 
rich people; most of us are poor, and thrift, 
in gome measure, is a necessary part of our 
life, of your life. But there ie a great deal 
of waste in the homes of the poor, more waste, 
comparatively speaking, than ip the homes of 
the rich. © are called upon, if we wish to 
eerve our country, to guard every serap of 
food, and see that it is not wasted, We shall 
have te be pat on rations, in all probability, 
within a month, And I think it right to speak 
of this matter from the pulpit, because I am 
sure that a large number of our people do 
not understand. Many of those whe are giving 
faithful domestic service think that their 
mastere and mistresses are mean if they say: 
‘You must eat lea meat,’ ' You must have 
less sugar.’ It is not moanness; ib is not a 
question of money, It is that these things 
will not be there in a short time that we 
say eo.
